Ghe Drumm Sattery 


What is happening to the Drumm train 
Mea ? 

I have 8 particular partiality for the 
pmoothness and cleanliness of the Drumm 
train. How far its attraction is due to 
the lack of smoke. and how far to the open, 
modern-looking get-up of the carriages I 
am undecided, but these two advantages 
are quite enough to give it a preference in 
my eyes over all the older type of trains 
on the Dublin-Bray line. 

I confess also to a liking for the various 
@ommercial vans, engined by the Drumm 
battery, which whine their solemn way 
around the streets of Dublin. They may 
not be capable of greyhound speeds, but 
that, when I contemplate the statistics of 
road accidents, does not seem necessarily 
a drawback. 

What puzzles me is why no more Drumm 
trains have made their appearance since 
the original pair. The battery is hailed 
as a success, but for two or three years 
no effort has been made to extend its use

having them between Westland row and 
Booterstown ? ”’ : 

The diagram, I admit, does give rather 
a switchback effect. But my correspon- 
dent’s implied vision of a scenic railway, 
complete with all the paraphernalia of a 
fun fair, is not quite justified. The 
diagram, of course, is monstrously 
exaggerated—as Mr. Marshall Harriss 
observes in his article. 

The actual gradients never would be 
steeper than one in seventy, which is a 
very mild and usual gradient, indeed. If 
my correspondent has ever travelled on a 
London underground, he has experienced 
more severe ups and downs than he is 
ever likely to experience on the Westland 
10w-Dun Laoghaire line, as envisaged in 
the diagram. 

But I admit that the said diagram 
rather lays itself open to abuse. Another 
cynical correspondent suggests that the 
scheme might be improved by the addi- 
tion of a bearded lady.

He Likes hais Tough 


The career of Jim Warnock, Ireland's 
aspirant for world fly-weight boxing 
honours, is taking a most peculiar course. 
After his victory over Benny Lynch in 
a non-title bout a yedr ago, he was on 
top of the world, but the jaw injury which 
followed afterwards. put him out of action 
for five months, and, on his return, he 
elected to tackle Pat Palmer, the Londoner 
who had been beaten by Lynch in a fight 
for the championship just previously, and 
Palmer won on points. Now Warnock has 
had a stroke of extraordinary good fortune 
in being granted a chance at Lynch’s 
world title in Glasgow. in June. The 
British Board of Control have refused to 
recognise the contest, as they had wished 
to ‘stage a series of eliminating bouts 
between Peter Kane, Phil Milligan and 
Warnock for the right to oppose the 
champion. However, they have no juris- 
diction over a match for the world title, 
and, as Warnock is ranked highly by 
American judges, he would not lack 
recognition if he won, but, just when 
everything in the garden is lovely for the 
Belfast boy, he goes and matches himself 
against Pierre Louis in Belfast next 
month. Not only is Louis champion of 
France, but he is considered to be about 
the best fly-weight on the Continent, with 
victories over Angelmann to his credit. 
If he beats Warnock the latter’s career 
may suffer a fatal set-back. 


Little Progress Made 


The Irish Free State’s continued lack of 
success in international table-tennis is 
somewhat disappointing, and our leading 
players do not seem to be making the 
advance expected of them. There are 
hundreds of men and women playing this 
game enthusiastically 
throughout the 
country, but we did 
no better against 
Wales last Saturday 
night than in previous 
years, and nearly all 
our players seem un- 
able to hold on in a 
Close finish. All the 
men were beaten in 
the singles, and here 
the Welsh side were 
definitely superior, 
blending attack and 
defence with con- 
siderable skill. Our 
representatives have 
not yet mastered this art, for they seem 
to fall into two types, the attackers pure 
and simple, like C. A, Kemp, or the 
defenders, like Bonynge. Neither style of 
play will win big matches, and more con- 
centration on the job is also needed. 
Absolute concentration is an ithportant 
factor in table tennis.

Quite’ a surprising come-back was that 
of L. Flood, who captured the middle.

It must be some four or 
five years since Flood, then in the Free 
State Army, won the welter-weight title. 
He was a strong puncher and a clever 
boxer, if somewhat on the slow side, and 
he represented Ireland well in inter- 
national tests, but a couple of years ago 
sustained an injury when fighting against 
Norway which put him out of action. Now 
he. has, returned, as a member of the 
Guards, to win a championship in a higher 
weight, and, no doubt, he will have the 
honour of fichting in London and at 
Milan. He was somewhat fortunate to 
get the verdict over another former welter- 
weight champion, M. Coffey, in the semi 
final, and the middle division is not quite 
up to the same standard as the other 
weights. At one time it was our sure 
winner against almost any other country, 
through the medium of Jack Chase, and, 
later, Jim Magill, but since the former 
retired and the latter had to go into the 
cruisers the standard of Irish middle- 
weights has been no more than moderate. 


Hurling in Egypt 


Gaelic games certainly have a grip on 
those who play them ; but to play hurling 
under the hot Egyptian sun, as two Irish 
regiments did a short time ago, seems \to 
be the height of keenness. At any rate. 
the soldiers put up a fine display 
apparently, for the attendance was large 
and enthusiastic, and further matches aro 
to be arranged. In America, of course, 
the Irish population play hurling and 
football to the same extent as they do 
here, while the game seems to flourish in 
London also. No doubt if there are any 
Trish regiments in Palestine, the Jews 
and the Arabs will be treated to a form 
of sport they have never witnessed before. 
They might even indulge in it themselves 
as a means of setting their dispute.

TEXTILE PRINTING 


In the course of a wancr or ‘‘ Irish Textile. 


Printing Factories in the 18th Century,’’ Miss 
Ada K. Longfield said that methods of 
duplicating designs on textiles by means of 
stamping, etc., were practised in the East 
from early times, but it was the great im- 
portation and popularity of these stuffs in 
the 17th century that led to Euronean efforts 
at imitation. These Enropean printed linens 
and cottons reached their artis'ic zenith )n 
the 18th century, esnecially with the famous 
French TJ'oiles de Jouy. 

There was evidence to show that there 
were many printers doing this work then 
also, both ih and round Dublin, although few 
examples of their work could be definitely 
identified. Nevertheless, the output of the 
larger factories, such as Grant’s at Balls 
bridge, Knabbs, and later Clarke, at 
Palmerstown: Ashworth at Donnybrook, 
Dixon at Leixlip, Sisson at Lucan, etc., cer 
tainly had some artistic and very conside: 
able commercial significance. he three 
iypes of techniqyue—wood-block, copper-plate 
and copper-cylinder—were employed by them. 
The industry. m Ireland, as 
Europe, became purely co7imercialised in the 
19th century.

THE RENEWAL OF THE LEASE 


Some misapprenhension seems to have 
arisen in connection with the application im 
ths Circuit Court, before Judge Davitt, on 
Monday last of an application by the Rev. 
J. O, Gage Dougherty, M.A., The Haven, 
Bellvue avenue, Greystones, and others for 
a reversionary lease of school premises 1n 
Mountjoy street. 

Mr. J. Tobias, with whom was Mp. Kings- 
mill Moore, K.C. (instructed by Messrs. A. 
Gordon and Son) for the applicants, explained 
that the premises were held under a lease 
for a term of 99 years from June 17th, 1836, 
under an agreement between George M. 
Foster of the one part and the Rev. John 
Gregg and Mr. Gibson Black on the other, 
subject to the rent of ten guineas per year. 

The principal i was Miss Honoria 
Lindsay, who resides in the Isle of Wight, 
and the question at issue was what the future 
rent should be. i ! 

Having heard the evidence of experts, 
Judge Davitt made an order granting a new 
lease for 99 years from the expiration of the 
old lease at the yearly rent of £92 10s., sub- 
ject to certain considerations which he would 
decide upon, 

In the course of an interview with an 
Irish Times reporter yesterday, Mr. Louis 
H. Brindley, of the firm of. Messrs. J. H. 
North and Co., explained that, under the 
Landlord and Tenants Act of 1931, certain 
people are entitled to demand from the 
ground landlord a -reversionary lease of 

remises. These people were in that position 

ecause they built a school on what was 
called building land, and they could, there- 
fore, demand from the landlord a reversionary 
lease. When the land was originally taken 
from the ground lord the rent was £10 10s. a 
year, Under the Act of 1931 the head land- 
lord is entitled to receive one-fourth of the 

ross letting value on a reversionary lease. 

he object of the inquiry on Monday was to 
find out what was the gross letting value, and 
it lies with the Court, having heard evidence, 
to fix that value. Once the Judge decided 
the gross value the landlord was entitled 
under the Act to one-fourth of the gross value 
as the annual rent on the reversionary lease. 

One-fourth of the gross value is £23, so that 
on the new lease the annual rent will be that 
amount instead of the old rent of £10 10s.

APPOINTMENT OF CANON 
STEVENSON 


The Board of Nomination for the Diocese 
of Waterford and Lismore yesterday unani- 
mously elected the Rev. Leslie C. Stevenson, 
M.A., Rector of Larne, County Antrim, and 
Canon of St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin, to 
the vacant position of Rector of the Cathedral 
Parish of Holy Trinity, Waterford, and St. 
Olaf’s. 

The Bishop of Cashel (the Rev, Dr. 
Harvey) thereupon appointed him Dean of 
Waterford Cathedral. 

Canon Stevenson has served in the Dioces> 
of Cork and in that of Down and Connor 
and Dromore, as well as in England. He 
was ordained Deacon in 1901 for the Curacy 
of St. Michael's, Blackrock, Cork, where he 
remained three vears. In 1906 he became 
senior curate and residentiarv preecher at St. 
Finbarr’s Cathedral In 1908 he was an- 
pointed Vicar of Wadhurst Sussex, where he 
remained until 1920, save for a temvorarv 
period as Missions to Seamen Chanlein at 
Rotterdam during the last phase of the Great. 
War. In 1920 he was appointed Rector of 
the Parish of Rathlin Island. off the Antrim 
Coast. Avnointed in 1921 aa Curete-in-Chereo 
of Toen Church. Ballvcastle, he left in 1972 
to hecome Cnrrate of St. John’s Church, 
Malone, Belfast, whence he was promoted in 
1924 to he Minor Canon of St. Anne’s Cathe- 
dral, Belfast. In 1925 he was given care of 
the large Parish of Larne. Conntv Antrim. 
He was Canon of Connor, 1973: a member of 
the General Synod. 193%, and. Raral Dean of 
Carrickferrus. 1936. Tn the latter year the 
Chanter of St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin. 
elected him Chanter Canon. 3 

He is a competent musician, with not a 
few compositions. sacred and secular, to his 
credit, and is particularly interested in choral 
training:

‘BEFORE MR. JUSTICE FITZCGIBBON. Mr. 
JUSTICE MEREDITH AND MR. JUSTICE 
GEOGHEGAN.) 


UDGMENT was delivered unanimously 
allowing an appeal bvw Patrick 
Hannigan, merchant, Market street, 


Sligo, from a High Court judgment dismiss- 
ing his appeal from the decision of Circuit 
Judge Moonan at Sligo awarding £180 15s. 
8d. damages to Thomas O’Beirne, motor 
owner, of O'Connell street, Sligo, in an 
action against the appellant in respect of 
damage caused to O’Beirne’s motor car at 
Larkhill, Co. Sligo, on August 17, 1934. 

The judgment enter in favour of 
O’Beirne by the Circuit Judge was accord- 
ingly discharged, and judgment was entered 
for the appellant, with costs. 

In the High Court, Mr. Justice Sullivan, 
then. President of the High Court, had held 
that the appeal of Hannigan should be dis- 
missed, while Mr. Justice Maguire expressed 
the opinion that the appeal should be allowed. 
In the result the Circuit Judge’s decision was 
affirmed in the High Court, 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon, delivering judg- 
ment, said that by what was assumed to be 
a negligent act a bread van, the property of 
the defendant, Hannigan, was left on one 
side of the road at night with its lights m 
such a condition as to dazzle and virtually 
conceal all the road behind it from the driver 
of an approaching car. An inadequately 
lighted van, also the property of the de- 
fendant, was left on the other side of the 
roda—the plaintiff’s side—at a place where 
the plaintiff could not see it until he had 
passed the lighted van. The plaintiff came 
along at a speed, according to his own 
estimate, of from fifteen to twenty miles per 
hour. He said that it was a wet night and 
it was hard to see anything, and that the 
lights of the first van prevented him from 
seeing whether there was anything on the 
road in front of him or not, but that, as he 
came on to the lights, he saw a black shadow 
in front, and yet he continued his course 
with such diminution of speed only as would 
be caused by taking his foot off the 
accelerator. e result was tliat when he did 
see the second stationary van, which was in 
his path, he was within seven feet of it, and 
was unable to, or did not try to, pull up in 
time to avoid running into it. 


“ A NEGLIGENT ACT ”' 


‘In my opinion,” proceeded Mr. Justice 
FitzGibbon, “it was a negligent act, per se, 
in the words of the Chief Baron, on the part 
of the plaintiff to plunge at from fifteen to 
twenty miles per hour into 'a black 
shadow,’ which, for all he knew, might en- 
shroud a car or a foot passenger, whose 
presence his own headlights—which are 
designed to illuminate the road before him— 
would not enable him to detect. Surely it 
would be a negligent act for a driver to pro- 
ceed at from fifteen to twenty miles per hour 
along a road with his eyes shut. Is it any 
less negligent to do so with eyes blinded, 
as the plaintiff says his were, by the lights 
of a stationary van and deprived of the 
assistance of his own headlights?” 

In nine cases out of ten, or, perhaps, 19 
out of 20, added Mr. Justice FitzGibbon, no 
accident would have occurred, because it was 
mere chance. that the second van was parked 
so close to the area of blindness which led 
to the disaster. but that did not exonerate 
the plaintiff from the duty of exercising 
ordinary care and caution in running into an 
area where he could not see an obstruction 
or a wayfare if one happened to be there, at 
a pace which made it impossible for him to 
avoid striking the obstacle 


VISION LIMITED 


Mr. Justice FitzGibbon said that he was 
not accepting the view of Lord Justice Scrut- 
ton that it was negligence, per se, for a 
motorist to go at a pace which would not 
enable him to pull up before hitting anything 
which might happen to come within the range 
of his headlights. But where the motorist’s 
headlights were rendered ineffective from any 
cause, so that his vision was limited—as ‘the 
plaintiff said his was at the moment before 
the collision—to a distance of seven or nine 
feet, he thought it was negligence, per se, to 
travel at a rate of from 15 to 20 miles per 
hour in ignorance of whether there might or 
might not be some object in front of him. 

If a motorist or any other person elected 
to take a leap in the dark, and thereby en- 
danger the life or property of himself or 
others, he could not complain if his adventure 
failed to come off successfully. 

Mr. Justice Meredith, who concurred, said 
that, to his mind, the defendant could not be 
regarded as having created a trap. The 
situation was only somewhat dangerous for a 
motorist who did not exercise reasonable 
care, 

Mr. Justice Geoghegan concurred.

SWINGING ON BACK OF 
LORRY 


How a thirteen years old boy, Francis A. 
Young, of 1 Conquer avenue, Clontarf, when 
swinging on the back of a lorry “was fatally 
crushed as the vehicle reversed and came into 
collision with another lorry, was described at 
a Dublin inquest yesterday. 

As a result of his injures the boy died on 
18th January. ' 

The jury returned a verdict of death írom 
shock and hemorrhage, and added a rider 
exonerating all parties from blame. 

Dr. Egan, of Clontarf, said that death 
was due to shock and hemorrhage following 
rupture of the misenteric and bowel perfora- 
tion. It was highly improbable, he added, 
that the bowel si Se could have been 
caused at the time of the accident. With the 
bruising that the child sustained the bowel 
pesbebty had been thinned, and after func- 
tioning for a few days had burst, causing the 
collapse and death of the child. -: 

Michael McCabe, the driver of a coal- 
lorry, said that while he was waiting for his 
brother to direct him to reverse he heard him 
shout, “Stop! Stop!’’ and almost immedi- 
ately something struck the back of the lorry, 
The witness jumped out and found .that an- 
other lorry had backed up against his in the 
dusk. Lying on the road between the two 
vehicles was a boy. ‘The witness added that 
his lorry was stationary at the time of the 
accident. 

John McCabe, brother of the last witness, 
said that he saw the boy hanging on the 
back of the other lorry, When he was about 
to direct his’ brother to reverse on to the 
main road, the lorry with the boy began to 
move backwards. He called the driver to 
stop, but apparently he did not hear. The 
lorry struck his brother's vehicle, which was 
stationary, and crushed the boy. 

George Condel. a twelve year old child, 
who had been riding on the lorry with the | 
dead boy, said that he saw the danger of the 
two lorries reversing and he jum off. As 
he did so he heard John McCabe shout a 
warning to Slye, the driver of the reversing 
lorry, but apparently he did not hear. 
Frederick Jones said that he heard Slye 
tell three boys who were riding on the back 
of his lorry to get off. ‘Two of them did so, 
and witness was of opinion that Slye thought 
they were all off. The lorry had slowed down 
to let them get off, and then reversed very 
slowly. 

George Slye said that he thought all the 
boys had got off the lorry when he spoke to 
them, and he was unable to see the boy 
behind the sacks of coal.

MAYO FARMERS GET 


DAMAGES

Three County Mayo. farmers sned_ the 
Electricity Supply Board for damages for 
personal injuries which they alleged they 
sustained when they had been run into by 
the company’s motor van in the town of 
Claremorris on the 11th of March, 1956. 

The applicants were Thomas Farragher, 

Cardenfield, Hollymount, 
Patrick Reany, Gortnara, who claimed £85, 
and Patrick McDonagh, Seefin, Scardawne, 
who claimed £80, All the claims were made 
in respect of the same incident, and it was 
agreed that the case of Mr. Farragher would 
be taken as ruling the other two 

Mr. A. E. Wood, K.C., with Mr, E. A. 
Wood (instructed by Mr. Gerald Maguire, 
LL.D.), appeared for the plaintiffs; Mr. J.

SLAUGHTER LICENCES. 


The attention of persons carrying on Slaughter. 
houses or Knackers’ Yards in the Borough of 
Dun Laoghaire, and of persons engaged in the 
occupation of slaughtering any of the animals 
coming within the provisions of the above Act, 
is drawn to the fact that this Act comes into 
operation in the Boroumh of Dun Laoghaire on 
the 1st February, 1937. 
The object of the Act (which applies to cattle, 
sheep, goats, pigs, horses, asses and mules) is 
to provide for the proper treatment of animals 
in slaughterhouses, the humane slaughter of such 
animals by means of approved instruments, and 
the licensing of persons. using such instruments.

A Slaughter Licence may granted to any 
person over 18 years of age, who resides or carries 
on business or is employed in the Borough of 
Pun Laoghaire, subject to the applicant being 
considered to be a fit and proper person to hold 
such licence.

In Eight Months 


It is hard to realise that Mr. de 
Valera’s second Government has been in 
office fof five years; so much has happéned 
in the meanwhile, both here and abroad, 
to make the time pass quickly. Yet so it 
is; and last night the Vice-President of 
the Executive Council reminded an 
assembly of his supporters that a general 
election will occur. during the present 
year—probably, in September. He took 
the opportunity to deliver what reads like 
the first speech in the Government’s 
election campaign. The undeniable bless- 
ings that Mr. de Valera and his 
lieutenants have brought to the poor, in 
the shape of increased old age pensions, 
pensions for widows and orphans, better 
houses, and all the rest, were recalled to 
mind. He described once more the steps 
which have been taken, by rigidly con- 
stitutional and by dubiously constitutional] 
means, to reduce the Free 
‘‘dependence’’ on Great Britain to a 
shadow of its alread’ tenuous self. He 
was frank on the subject of taxation— 
admitting that it had been increased, but 
excusing the increase on the ground that 
“there was no Government in the world 
which had given better value to the com- 
munity as a whole, and especially to the 
poorer classes.” One obtains the i 
pression from Mr. O’Kelly’s speech that 
his Government has arrived at a definite 
stage in its policy, and hopes now, before 
it embarks on any fresh advance, to 
ascertain its prospects of continuing. We 
grant that it deserves a rest. For good or 
for bad, it has packed a great deal of 
achievement into the past five years. The 
results of its social policy are not manifest 
-to the casual eye, but the regions outside 
Dublin bear witness to the success of its 
housing campaign, and of the con- 
stitutional magnitude of its political 
changes there can be no doubt. Finally— 
though Mr. O’Kelly omits to mention it— 
his Government deesrves great credit for 
its attempt to establish peace in Ireland. 
There have been some tragic incidents 
during its tenure of office; yet we think 
that there is a deeper and wider feeling 
of public security to-day than has existed 
for many years. 

With only eight months to go before 
the general election, it is time that the 
people of the Free State should make up 
their minds about the successor to Mr. 
de Valera’s present Government, We 
presume that Labour, as usual, will stand 
to gain a handful of seats, and. the 
Independents their slightly larger hand- 
ful; but to whom will the big prizes fall? 
There is little doubt, unhappily, that Mr. 
Cosgrave’s party has lost much leeway. 
It has not been particularly glorious in 
opposition, and it has been weakened, as 
we fear, almost beyond recovery by defec- 
tions and by cleavages within its ranks. 
Will it make a gallant effort to reform 
itself and to issue a serious challenge to 
Mr. de Valera s lonely lordship? We are 
not particularly about its 
success. The President’s new Constitution 
has eliminated any possibility of a 
revival of the old distinction between 
‘* Imperialist '” and “ Republican ’’; and, 
for many years, ‘‘ Right ’’ and “ Left ’’ in 
the Free State can mark only differences 
of social policy, and will cease to have 
any bearing upon relations with the 
British Commonwealth. Perhaps, a new 
line of demarcation will make its appear- 
ance if the forme: adherents of Cumann 
na nGaedheal persist in their flirtation 
with the theory of the corporate State: 
in which event the whole outlook of our 
Irish political parties will suffer a radical 
and perilous change. For ourselves, we 
hope that long before next September Mr. 
Cosgrave and his followers will have 


sanguine 


to challenge Mr. de Valera with a positive 
democratic policy of one sort or another. 
Even if they fail to capture the country, 
they will provide it, at least, with a 
strong Opposition. The trouble about the 
present Oppdsition is that it is not strong 
enough to do anything but talk; it cannot 
hope even to shake the present Govern. 
ment, let alone to offer it a serious threat. 
If Mr. Cosgrave aspires to office, or even 
to strength in Dáil Kireann, he ought 
to begin at once on the formation of a 
programme. Mr. Sean MacEntee’s next 
Budget will be a ‘“‘ vote-catching’’ one,

chaos. The same standards of social 
services must be maintained; those 
industries which have been created within 
the past six years and have demonstrated 
their value, must not be allowed to 
suffer; the housing campaign must if 
anything, be intensified.. Where another 
party will find room for criticism is in 
Mr. de Valera’s methods of. supplying 
the money for these necessities. There is 
a very present danger that, if taxation 
grows any heavier, it will throttle the 
nation’s progress; to remove a burden 
from one man’s shoulder only to transfer 
it, swollen beyond measure, to the 
shoulder of another may solve difficulties 
for a few years, but wil] put an end to all 
enterprise in the long run. More than 
once we have urged the present Govern- 
ment to reduce its economic and social 
schemes to order—to ascertain, as 
precisely as may be, the valuable elements 
in its programme and the elements which, 
desirable as they appear to be, are too 
expensive to be retained. A party which, 
building on the foundation of Fianna 
'áil'a four years of achievement, produces 
a system of planning, will have a very 
fair chance to obtain the votes of those 
people who are disturbed by the apparent 
formlessness of the present dispensation. 
The strong likelihood, however, is that 
Mr. de Valera will anticipate any such 
assault by adopting planning measures 
on his-own behalf. There is no reason 
why he should not tackle the job with 
every possibility of success; and his

chance would be immeasurably improved 
by the restoring of such trading relations 
with Great Britain as will give him all 
his Sime free for the task. Indeed, if he 
can end the economic war between now 
and September, there is little likelihood 
that any challenge, however formidable, 
will unseat him. 


Deadlock in Tokyo 


Vor four days Japan has been without 
a Government, although General Ugaki 
has been entrusted by the Emperor with a 
mandate to form a new Cabinet to replace 
that of Mr. Hirota. The difficulty experi- 
enced by General Ugaki is due entirely to 
the hostile attitude of the higher com- 
mand of the army, and this hostility 1s 
regarded by some observers as strong 
enough to defeat his efforts to form a new 
Government. By all parties the prospective 
Premier is personally and _ politically 
approved, although Fascist opinion is said 
to regard him with as little favour as it 
did his predecessor. 
formerly Governor-General of Korea, and 
is a politician of considerable experience 
and skill, who will not permit himself to 
be defeated easily. The great obstacle in 
his path is the refusal of the army to 
nominate a Minister for War, who must 
be the nominee of the army, according to 
the constitutional procedure of Japan. 
Not only has the army refused to nominate 
a Minister for War; it has also declared 
that, should General Ugaki approach any 
officer personally, no officer will be found 
willing to accept the post, because accept- 
ance would be detrimental to grmy unity 
and discipline. In this matter the army 
is exercising the right of veto conferred 
upon it by the imperial regulation, which 
enables it to withhold or withdraw the War 
Minister from the Cabinet. This right 
has been openly used on only a few 
previous occasions, but it is known to 
everybody in Japanese politics, and the 
Emperor’s advisers are being criticised for 
failing to ascertain the views of the army 
before the mandate to form a Government 
was entrusted to General Ugaki. Some 
years ago, when he was War Minister, 
General Ugaki incurred the enmity of the 
high command of the army by reducing 
the number of divisions, thus at the same 
time reducing the strength of the. army 
and the number of higher commands at 
the disposition of the Emperor. His 
action led to considerable unrest in the 
army, and to the assassination of 
leading military and political leaders ; 
and only a year ago there was anh open 
revolt in the army, for which those 
responsible have just been convicted 
and sentenced to long 
imprisonment 

What the Japanese Army actually 
wants, apparently, is a government which 
will chey its commands implicitly, and it 
is openly suggested that unless the new 
Government meets the wishes of the army 
command there will be “ unrest’’ again, 
with consequent loss of discipline in the 
rank and file. This intimation that the 
unity of the army is menaced is, doubt- 
less, given as a warning rather than as a 
threat; but the implication that the 
officers cannot maintain discipline unless 
their demands are conceded goes very far. 
Some members of the Privy Council, the 
Elder Statesmen, have represented that 
the army's opposition to General Ugaki 
is an inkringemapt of the Imperial pre- 
rogative: but that suggestion has been 
scouted by the higher officers and the 
spokesmen of the War Office. As General 
Ugaki has received his mandate direct 
from,.the Emperor, it may be doubted 
whether the army will extend its defiance 
to the point of opposing the declared 
wishes of the Emperor, General Ugaki 
“has received the Emperor's command ; he 
enjoys the confidence of the Elder States- 
men and the support of the political 
parties; but, in face of the army's 
opposition, he cannot form a Cabinet. 
Apparently the crime of General Ugaki, 
in addition to his reduction in the army 
strength some years ago, is that he has 
been acting in concert with politicians 
and politica) parties. He has had a wide 
experience of political affairs and adminis- 
tration, and is believed to have long 
harboured ambitions for the Premiership. 
He is one of the best orators in Japan, 
and at the age of 68 is a hale and vigvrous 
man who is decisive in action. Should 
Japan probably will drift towards some 
form ‘of totalitarian rule. There is no 
plentitude of candidates for the Premier- 
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be selected from the army directly, or 
that another inexperienced moderate will 
bring Japan nearer to the authoritarian 
régime which is believed by the army to 
be alone suited to the unique national 
structure of Japan. 


Labour in Demand 


Mr. Reginald McKenna, speaking yester- 
day in London at the annual meeting of 
the Midland Bank, referred to a ‘‘ definite 
scarcity of labour in particular trades.’’ 
He mentioned the case of the shipbuilding 
trade, which is suffering from a shortage 
of skilled workmen, and explained it by 
the expansion of newer industries, such as 
aircraft manufacture, and by the growth of 
industry in the South of England. In 
circumstances of this kind, he showed, the 
price of labour tends to rise, and the 
average level of efficiency tends to decline. 
The problem is serious enough ; for, while 
prosperity is returning to Great Britain, 
she still must go a long distance before she 
recovers the leeway which has been lost 
since the War, and a shortage of skilled 
labour will impair her chances to snatch 
at every opportunity. Over here the 
problem is—in one respect, at least—even 
more serious. It has been made abund- 
antly clear that the number of skilled 
men in the Free State’s building trade is 
not great enough to cope with a really 
large demand for houses. The provision of 
many thousands of new houses is regarded 
by all enlightened people as the principal 
task facing the Free State during the next 
few years. If the necessary skilled labour 
does not exist, what is to happen? Will 
the new houses be compelled to suffer in 
quality by a substitution of unskilled for 
skilled labour? Is it conceivable that 
the trade unions will permit the im- 
portation of skilled men. from England 
or other countries—even if they could 
be obtained? Both  possibilitics are 
equally undesirable. Surely an effort can 
be made, on the very brink of the housing 
campaign—which must last for many 
years—to train men for the purpose. 
Seven or eight years ago the Otreachtus 
passed the Vocational Training and 
Apprenticeship Act, whose object was to 
ensure a constant supply of skilled Trish 
labour for the new industries. If we 
| remember aright, 1t had powerful enemies, 
and was killed almost from the moment 
when it reached the Statute Book. Yet, 
even if that Act had its faults, it surely 
can be amended, or a new system of train- 
ing can be established. Otherwise, every 
industry in the country must be afflicted 
before very much longer with a sort of 
creeping paralysis.

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The Terror of Flood 


In the valleys: of the Ohio and 
Mississippi flood waters are rising hourly. 
Half a million people are homeless, and 
130 have lost their lives; yet, according 
to the Government engineers, the crest of 
the flood will not reach the Mississipp) 
basin for another ten days. The outlook 
for those hundreds of thousands of river 
dwellers must beggar description. 
fire brings death and destruction in its 
train, but the area affected by the disaster 
must be comparatively small. Thunder, 
lightning, cyglones and earthquakes are 
perilous and terrifying in themselves, but 
the period of their full fury is brief. 
Only flood has the real power to remind 
man of his utter helplessness in the face 
of angry nature. Flood brings the danger 
of death by drowning and of death by 
disease. From one infected township the 
poisoned waters can spread into countless 
villages and cities, and no power on earth 
can stem their course. Flood can play 
strange tricks upon its. victims; in 
Cincinnati there is an utter dearth of 
fresh water, and the people hourly are 
menaced by flaming oil from the tanks of 
the great refineries. To the natural 
terrors of the floods now must be added 
the threat of human beings driven half- 
mad by fear and want. In Kentucky the 
police have been ordered to shoot on sight 
all looters, whether male or female; yet 
the order has done nothing to dissuade the 
people, intent on self-preservation. In 
the jail at Frankfort a terrible fight ha. 
taken place between the white and negro 
prisoners. Twelve convicts were killed; 
the police confessed themselves unable to 
restrain the men, who had become 
“absolutely mad ” under the strain of the 
appalling conditions. The floods still are 
rising; £54,000,000 worth of damage 
already has been done; and the Govern- 
ment predicts at least another week of 
destruction before the waters beyin to 
decrease. Beside this appalling catastrophe 
how insignificant do the stories appear ol 
isolated floodings by the Shannon and 
Liffey, of postmen held up, and of motor 
cars stranded—and how proioundly thank- 
ful the Free State should be.

HE announcement that a Regency Bill 
I will be introduced into Parliament, 
made by the Prime Minister this evening, 
was unexpected, but such a measure is 
certainly advisable in the cicumstances 
now governing the Crown, with Prmcess 
Elizabeth only eleven years of age. It is 
usual when the heir to the Throne has 
not attained majority to make special pro- 
vision for the use of the Royal functions 
by a deputy or regent, and special pro- 
vision of this character was last made in 
1910, in the case of the then Prince of 
Wales. At the present time a Journey to 
India and other parts of the Empire are 
under consideration, and a Regency may 
have to be set up for some months. The 
bill will possess an advantage over 
previous measures in that it will make 
permanent provision for all those con- 
tingencies which in the past have been 
dealt with as they arose. It will be 
remembered that during the long illness 
of King George V. a Council. of State was 
appointed to deal with all necessary 
business.

Maidenhead Site 


The Prime Minister stated in the House 
of Commons this afternoon that the. pro- 
posal to build an aircraft factory at 
Waltham, near Maidenhead, had been 
abandoned, and that the Government Were 
looking for a site in Lancashire. On 
Thursday last Sir Philip Sassoon said that 
it was essential that the factory should 
be established at Waltham, but since then 
opposition to the proposal has been 
steadily growing, and at a private meeting 
of the Conservative 1922 Committee, the 
most powerful body of Government sup- 
porters in the House of Commons, it was 
decided to ask the Government to recon- 
sider its decision. This the Government 
has done, and one of the distressed areas 
will be the gainer by the change. The 
reasons put forward for the opposition to 
the proposal were that the factory wouid 
be vulnerable to air attack, and that it 
would be detrimental to what is a purely 
agricultural district. 


Return of Mr. Lloyd George 


_ Mr. Lloyd George, who has been spend- 
ing a long holiday in the West Indies, 
which has been of considerable benefit to 
his health, is to leave for London on 
February 4th, and it is expected in 
Liberal circles that on arrival he will 
immediately resume his political activi- 
ties. Mr. Lloyd George has been very 
quiet throughout his holidays, though at 
one time when the Constitutional crisis 
was at its height he expressed an inten- 
lion of returning home; but he changed 
his mind, and a Christmas message to the 
Duke of Windsor was the only public 
manifestation of his opinions. In connec- 
tion with the Duke, it is stated to-day 
‘that it was due to a wish expressed by 
the Government that the Duke of Kent did 
not go on to Austria after the wedding 
of Princess Juliana, and that similar 
action was taken in the case of the Duke 
of Gloucester, who also wished to visit 
his brother. The alleged reason for the 
prohibition was that the visits might be 
misconstrued. 


Irish Regiments in Tattoo 


Two famous Irish regiments are to take 
part in the Aldershot tattoo this year, 
the 5th Royal Irish Inniskilling Dragoon 
Guards and the 16th/5th Lancers. For 
the first time the Househgld Cavalry will 
be represented in the tattoo, as it has 
been arranged that the Royal Horse 
Guards are to take part in the spectacular 
cavalcade. The Blues will wear their full 
dress, which has for many years been a 
feature of Royal ceremonials in London. 
Last year many thousands of people were 
unable to obtain admission to the tattoo, 
and this year booking is already taking 
pace, although it is not to be held until 

une. 


Coronation Robes 


The Earl Marshal, following precedent, 
has laid down strict rules and orders re- 
garding the Coronation robes to be worn 
by the Peeresses in the Abbey; but there 
is doubt as to whether the-ladies will 
follow the instructions literally. It has 
been found that, while the Peers faith- 
fully obey orders, tlie Peeresses insist 
upon modification of robes by fashionable 
departures suiting their individual fancy. 
This is quite contrary to official regula- 
tions, but does not appear to matter. A 
recent inspection of robes worn by 
Peeresses at the last Coronation, and 
which came under the rules, show that no 
two of the dresses were alike. Some had 
kirtles with lappets, while others had 
neither; some had scalloped edges, some 
were quiet plain; sleeves were lacking in 
some instances, but in other cases were 
present, bordered with ermine, unless 
they were unbordered or given a horder of 
incorrect width. It is supposed that most 
of these changes were made immediatelv 
hefore the Coronation, and on arrival at 
the Abbey the Peeresses were perfectly 
safe, as there was no _ inspection or 
objection to anything they might be 
wearing. 


General Goering as Chancellor? 


When Herr Hitler makes his great 
speech to the Reichstag and the German 
nation on Saturday it is expected that he 
will announce the appointment of Genera! 
Goering as Chancellor of Germany. 
Whether Herr Hitler will fulfil this ex- 
pone is unknown, as he prefers to 

eep matters secret, and does not reveal 
his intentions until the last possible 
moment. It is said that if General Goering 
is promoted he will owe much to Herr 
Hitler’s reluctance to earry out routine 
work. The Fuehrer intensely dislikes 
every detail, and prefers his villa in the 
Bavarian Alps, where he can come to con- 
clusions and make decisions in absolute 
peace and quietude. The advent of 
General Goering to the post of Chancellor 
is not viewed with gratification in the 
diplomatic world, as ie is regarded as a 
firebrand of the first order, and likely to 
commit Herr Hitler to courses he might 
of himself hesitate to adopt.

“Thank heaven, Great Britain stil!

M. Paul Reynaud, former Minister for 
Finance and one-time Minister of Colonies 
during an important debate in the 
Chamber of Deputies to-day on national 
defence. 

M. Reynaud said that, though France 
was ‘‘behind-hand,’’ there was no need 
for alarm. “ We were late in 1792,” he 
said; ‘‘but we beat Europe. We were 
late in 1870, but Von Moltke thought 
France would have won if the bulk of the 
army had not been kept in Paris.” 

M. Reynaud then went on to declare 
that the handicap to France through Ger- 
many’s superiority in population could 
only bé counteracted by a four years’ 
military service law. While there was no 
ground for anxiety, no time must be 
wasted. 

In conclusion, he stated that the ques 
tion of unity of command of all branches 
of defence must be settled at once, not 
when bombs were raining on Paris. The 
question must be taken out of the hands 
of the soldiers and left to politicians, 

Other deputies voiced anxiety regarding 
the question of German re-armament and 
the re-occupation of the left bank of the 
Rhine, and it was urged: that it was most 
important that France should make up 
for lost time.

A DEPUTATION of ‘traders and 

others from the County Mayo 
‘waited on Mr. Sean Lemass, Minister 
for Industry and Commerce, at 
Government Buildings, Dublin, yes- 
terday, in regard to the proposed 
closing down of the railway between 
Westport and Mohill. This line, 
which is about thirty miles long, 
was some months ago closed for 
passenger service, but continued for 
goods.

Other points against the scheme put 
before the Minister were that great loss 
would be inflicted on the community which 
has hitherto been ‘served by the line, and 
would be a complete setback to present 
and future improvement, industrial and 
otherwise; it would materially interfere 
with the tourist traffic to Newport, Achill 
and Mallaranny; it would kill the turf 
scheme which was expected to be of great 
benefit to the West; it would interfere 
with the lobster and salmon trade of 
Blacksod and Clew Bay ; it would ruin the 
local fairs; and mean a loss of from 10s.

CALL FOR INQUIRY

instituted by him. Complaint was made 
of the inadequacy of the service given by 
the ’bus in the matter of passenger trans-

HE bitter conflict between Nazis 

and Catholics on the question 

of Church schools was pushed to the 

verge of an open breach to-night, 

when an official Nazi attack was made 

on the personal character of Ger- 

many’s leading Catholic figure, Mon- 

signor Faulhaber, Cardinal Arch- 
bishop of Munich. 

In a communiqué issued to every news- 
paper in Bavaria, Herr Adolf Wagner, the 
Nazi Governor of Bavaria, made a series 
of accusations against Cardinal Faul- 
haber. 

The Cardinal, he said, had uttered ‘‘un- 
truths and falsities’’ in a pastoral letter 
last Sunday, and. had “ protected and 
sponsored a Catholic Youth leader who was 
found guilty of moral crimes. 

Herr Wagner, in addition, accused the 
Cardinal of 

1. Providing a scholarship for the 19- 
year-old Catholic youth, Hans Schuelle, 
who was sent to prison last week on a 
charge of incest ; 

2. Personally appointing Schuelle to be 
Catholic Youth leader of Baden; and 

ó. Visiting Schuelle in a concentration 
camp at Kislau, Baden, and defending his 
case to the Nazi Governor of Baden. 


STRUGGLE PRESAGED 
The onslaught is interpreted here as 
presaging a violent struggle between the 
Nazis and Catholics in Munich next week- 
end, when a “ school election ” is due to 
take place. : 
At this election the parents will be asked 


to either Catholic or secular schools. The 
Nazi Governor, Herr Wagner, has bluntly 
announced that. the purpose of the voting 
is to “end all Church schools.”’ 
Catholics appear equally determined to 
defend their right to have schools of their 
own, as was provided under the terms of 
the Concordat between the Nazis and the 
Vatican.

T the annual meeting of Cork 
Incorporated Chamber of Com- 
merce and Shipping, held yesterday, 
Mr. John J. Horgan, who presided, 
having delivered his presidential 
address, Mr. T. P. Dowdall, T.D., 
protested against the undercurrent of 
criticism of the Government in the 
address, and said that the Govern- 
ment policy would not be changed 
unless the people changed. the 
Government. 

The President of the Chamber, he said, 
seemed to have reached the opinion that 
the Government was wrong in everything 
it did, and that they did not acknowledge 
their debts ; but he had made no reference 
to the fact that other people did not pay 
their debts. 

Mr. Hugo Flinn, T.D., Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Minister for Finance, 
said that the President had claimed the 
right of the commercial community to 
speak on politics. He would not discuss 
the President’s politics, nor would he 
complain that the President had used the 
Chamber as a platform to put one par- 
ticular phase of politics before the public. 


THE ANNUITIES 


“ We,” he continued, “ have entered on 
a certain policy which is in effect a denial 
of two things: A denial of the right of 
someone else to say that we were a debtor, 
without being prepared to submit that to 
any other cognisance ; and a denial that a 
so-called creditor of ours had such 
eccnomic dominance over our 
national life that, whether right or wrong, 
he could compel as to pay. We have 
Fe he could not; the coal-cattle pact 
1as proved it.” 

Proceeding, Mr. Flinn dealt in detail 
with the annuities dispute, and said that 
ithe coal-cattle pact had shown that 
England had learnt to negotiate, and it 
was an open admission that England 
could not dominate us in economic 
matters. 

Later, Mr. A. J. Magennis, President 
of the Associated Chambers of Commerce 
of the Irish Free State, referred to the 


that the Minister had come to address the 
Chamber on ‘Social Services,’ at his re- 
quest, on behalf of the Chamber. They 
had welcomed the Minister as an honoured 
guest, and the President of the Chamber 
had presided with his customary dignity 
and ability until he rose to speak 
at the end of the Minister’s lecture, 
and then, to the astonishment of all, he 
proceeded to refer to the recent dismissal 
of a civil servant attached to the depart- 
ment over which the Minister presides 
with such conspicuous ability and success. 


“TO GIVE OFFENCE ” 


He should be slow to think that Mr. 
Horgan deliberately intended to give 
offence to their guest, but he felt bound to 
say that he knew of nothing more calcu- 
‘lated to give offence to the Minister than 
the President’s unfortunate reference to 
the dismissal of Mr. McCarron. 

“I am aware,” said Mr. 
‘that the President's rebuke did give 
offence to the Minister, and, as a member 
of this Chamber, I wish to dissociate 
myself from his action. The President has 
an opportunity now to do the right thing 
and acknowledge his mistake in introducing 
irrelevant criticism not: intended or 
authorised by the Chamber.”’ 

Mr. Treacy said that they regretted the 
one lapse Mr. Horgan had made during his 
long period in public life. In case any 
harm did come, he was sure Mr. Horgan 
would willingly write to the Minister 
regretting his words. 

Mr. T. P. Dowdall, T.D., said that he 
also protested against the conduct of Mr, 
Horgan at the Minister’s lecture to the 
Chamber. Their President, he said, had 
given an exhibition of bad taste and lack of 
courtesy, and he suggested that Mr. 
Horgan write to the Minister expressing 
his regret. 


A PERSONAL MATTER 


The President (Mr. Horgan), replying, 
said that the Council had no responsibility 
for what he had said on the occasion 
referred to. What he had said was purely 
a personal matter, and he had told the 
Vice-President he intended to refer to it. 
He could not see where the discourtesy 
came in, and no discourtesy was intended. 

After appeals by Messrs. Magennis and 
Dowdall, Mr. Horgan agreed to write to 
the Minister, but said that he was not 
going to say he regretted something which 
ne never intended—namely, discourtesy to 
the Minister.

Referring to the. suggestion that the Cork 
Chamber of Comimerce and the Cork Incor- 
porated Chamber oí Commerce and Shipping 
should be amalgamated, he said that if any 
feasible scheme could now be put forward their 
Chamber would be only too glad to co- 
operate.

Charles Aloysius Barnewall, 18th 

Baron Trimlestown, which took 
place at Loughlinstown House, Co. Dublin, 
yesterday. 

The Barony was created in 1461, and the 
late Lord Trimlestown succeeded to the title 
after being adjudged the 18th Baron Trim- 
lestown by the Committee for Privileges of 
the House of Lords in 1895. He succeeded 
his brother, Christopher Patrick Mary, de 
jure 17th Baron, a son of Charles Barne- 
wall, and a great grandson of Richard 
| Barnewall (a descendant of the second son 
of the 7th Baron) on whom the 14th Baron, 
failing his own male issue, entailed his 
estates; the de jure 17th Baron died in 1891 
before he had established his right to vote at 
the election of Representative Peers. 

The 18th Baron, who was born in 1862, 
was the son of “he late Mr. Charles Barne- 
wall, of Meadstown, Ca. Meath. He wae 
one of a family of thirteen and a member of 
one of the oldest Catholic houses in Ireland 
—three of his sisters are nuns, 

He travelled widely, and married Miss 
Margaret Theresa Stephens, of Brisbane, 
Queensland, in 1889. They had five children, 
the eldest, Captain the Hon. Reginald 
Nicholas Francis Barnewall, being killed in 
action while serving with the Leinster Regi- 
ment during the Great War. His first wife 
died in 1901, and Lord Trimlestown married 
a second time in 1907, his bride being Miss 
Mabel Florence Shuff, of Torquay, Devon, 
who died seven years later. He was married 
again in 1930 to Miss Josephine Frances 
Nixon, younger daughter of the late Sir 
Christopher Nixon.

Referring to Cork City itself, he said that 
the motor car industry, the woollen industry, 
and the milling industry, all of which were 
dependent on their internal trade, had saved 
the city from the decay which had overtaken 
the port. 

In the course of general observations on 
the present and future economic position of 
the country.

As regards the future, he thought it 
extremely probable that in Great Britain the 
demand for labour would increase so rapidly 
(as a result of a falling population), with 
a consequent emigration from Ireland, that 
nothing short of a revolutionary increase in 
the Irish birth-rateé would suffice to prevent 
their population, too, from falling. Such an 
increase in population here was unlikely 
owing to the increasing urbanisation of the 
Free State and the rising standard of living.

A sharp rise in the price of tin has in the 
ast few weeks been interesting shareholders 
in tin mines and members of the trades which 
make use of this commodity. It is interest- 
ing to speculate as to what percentage of 
this community have ever seen a tin mine. 

The photograph in this page is typical of 
a Chinese-owned tin mine in the Malayan 
peninsula, the countr from which the 
world’s main supply of tin is procured. Tin 
is an ore which in certain localities of 
Malaya is found mixed with the surface soil, 
though in other parts deep mining or 


dredging is necessary to reach the tin-bearing 
stratum. 

As a rule the Chinese prefer working the

GERMANY AND ITALY 
IN AGREEMENT

HE Italian and German replies to the 
T British Note of January 11th last—out- 

lined in yesterday’s Zrish Times—on 
the question of non-intervention in Spain, 
are in agreement. in regard to banning 
volunteers for Spain. 

The - Italian reply recalls tha the 
British Note suggested that the Powers 
concerned should now agree that it was 
necessary immediately to take steps 
to stop the influx of foreign volunteers 
provided that such measures were simultane- 
ously taken by all Governments, that other 
forms of indirect intervention should be 
examined, and that an adequate system of 
control should be set up. 

Re-confirming that these are among Italy's 
principal objects, the reply goes on :— 

“The Italian Government is ready, there- 
fore, to adopt legislative provisions necessary 
to prevent the recruitment on its territory, 
the departure and transit of persons going to 
Spain with the aim of taking part in the 
present conflict. 

“These provisions, which already have 
been practically defined, will be applied as 
soon as all other countries have agreed to 
adopt similar provisions and are agreed on 
the general lines of an adequate system of 
control, and after they have finally fixed the 
date, through the London Non-Intervention 
Committee, for their simultaneous entry into 


force. sa 
QUESTION OF CONTROL 


In regard to control, the Note says the 
Italian Government has almost completed the 
examination of the various proposals of the 
Non-Intervention Committee, including the 
extension of this control to volunteers, and 
reserves the right to send precise indications 
through its representative on the Committee 
shortly also on the subject of air control. 

The reply recalls that to further an effective 
policy of non-intervention the idea has also 
been advanced of withdrawing “all non- 
Spanish combatants, political volunteers, 
propagandists and agitators from Spanish 
territory, so that the situation of last August 
may be restored,’ and adds :— 

“The Italian Government will be happy if 
the British Government would make known 
its observations and its opinions on the 
subject. 

“ For its own part, it reserves the right to 
present or support concrete proposals in this 
sense in the Reaaiiraet of the Committee of 
Non-Intervention. 

‘If the news published in the past few 
days by the Press of various countries about 
the so-called ‘ mass naturalisation ' of foreigners 
in the ranks of one of the two parties in the 
conflict should be true, this pro- 
vision would undoubtedly be contrary to any 
authentic policy of non-intervention.”’ 

But such an arbitrary and one-sided action 
could in no case constitute-a valid obstacle 
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to the putting into force of the London Com- 
‘mittee’s proposals for the withdrawal from 
Spaim of military and political volunteers. 

“Otherwise,” says the [Italian reply, 
‘these proposals would run the risk of being 
frustrated before they had even been ex- 
amined and discussed. ' 

The reply coneludes by saying that the 
Italian Government appreciates the inten- 
tions of the British Government in making 
the recruitment and departure of volunteers 
yanishable by law, and has no doubt that the 

ritish Government will appreciate Italy's 
motives—that is the support and acceptance 
of the proposals aimed at assuring an authen- 
tic and general policy of non-intervention,

“A PENAL OFFENCE” 


The German reply is divided into four 
‘parts. In the first the German Government 
takes cognisance “ with satisfaction”’ of the 
views expressed in the British Note regarding 
volunteers, indirect intervention, and control, 
by which, it says, the conditions should be 
fulfilled, laid down by Germany, for an- 
nouncing the measures she would take. 

The second part says :— 

“In view of these circumstances the 
German Government has already prepared a 
law making it a penal offence for German 
citizens te enter Spain for the purpose of 
taking part in the civil war and for recruiting 
of persons for this purpose. : 

“-H has, furthermore, prepared the neces- 
sary administration measures to prevent the 
departure from and transit through Germany 
of all persons intending to proceed to Spain 
ei rg the civil war,” 

he reply recommends that the London Non- 
Intervention Committee should collect the 
agreements of all Governments concerned 
gerd the measures they are going to 
take, the time they should come into force, 
and the system of control to be introduced. 
, “As soon as this is done the German 
Government will immediately take the neces- 
Sary step as regards the measures it is 
taking.” | 

Part Three says that Germany will aceele- 
rate her examination of the London Com- 
mittee's suggstions on control, and reserves 
the right to make, if necessary, additional 
proposala. 


POLITICAL AGITATORS 


Part Four says :—' The British Govern- 
ment has unfortunately up to now not yet 
expressed an opinion about the proposal 
made by the German Government in its Note 
of January 7 to remove from Spain all non- 
Spanish participants from the Spanish battle, 
including political agitators and propagan- 
‘dists, to restore Shaiiieby the conditions exist- 
ing in August last year. 

“The German Government now, as before, 
attaches special value to these proposals. 

‘It seriously fears that if the Powers 
were to prevent only thé future influx of 
volunteers, but were prepared to leave in 
Spain the foreign participants in the civil 
war, who are already there, it might lead to 
favouritism of the elements opposed ‘othe 
National Government of Spain (the Burgos 
authorities) .”’ 

The need oí the moment, concludes the 
reply, appeared to be that all the Powers 
concerned si: vid at last be serious in pre- 
venting every possibility of interference in 
Spain, and in that case they would find 
ways and means of realising the above Ger 
man proposal,

So violent have been the recent gales in 
the Shetlands that all over the islands walls

The spread of Leaf Roll was the subject of 
on ae ! by Dr, P. A. Murphy, Albert Agri- 
cultural College, before the Scientific Section 
of the Royal Dublin Society, at Ballsbridge 
yesterday. Dr Murphy stated that Leaf Roll 
was @ virus disease in potatoes. It was 
spread by the Green Fly from one plant to 
another. Owing to the fact that there was 
very little rainfall in this country in the 
month of June, there was little evidence of 
the disease in Ireland, Freedom from it was 
one of the reasons why Ireland was such a 
good country for seed potatoes. They conse- 
quently were exported to many other 
countries.

MOTION DEFEATED AT 
COUNCIL MEETIN

DERRY, Tuesday. 


OUNCILLOR PATRICK MAXWELL at 
C; to-day's meeting of Derry Corporation 
moved ‘‘That the Ministry of Home 
Affairs be requested to reconsider the decision 
arrived at as a result of the recent Local 
Government inquiry into the redistribacion 


to promote a scheme which will give in this 
Council fair representatién on a democratic 
basis to all electors.”’ 

The public gallery was crowded, most of 
those present having waited in a queue for 
nearly an hour prior to the meeting. Several 
detectives and uniformed policemen were on 
duty in the gallery and the corridor, —. 

Twelve Nationalists voted for and seventeen 
Unionists against the motion, which was 
defeated, and as the publie were leaving at 
the end there were shouts about de Valera 
and a Republic. aes: 

Councillor Maxwell and other Nationalist 
members as they arrived in the Council 
chamber were cheered. i 


THE SEALED ORDER 


Councillor Maxwell said that his motion 
was not necessarily to be regarded as an 
appeal to the Corporation or to the Ministry. 
His duty was to disclose what the Sealed 
Order really meant, and the motion was 
merely a form of words, because the idea 
of asking the Ministry or the Northern 
Government to do justice to the electors of 
Derry, a majority of whom were Catholics, 
on democratic lines, was a thing that ex- 
perience had taught them was werse than 
futile. He would like to scotch the idea 
blazoned forth in a section of the Press, that 
there was dissatisfaction among the Unionists 
at the result of the inquiry. 

“We are asked to believe,” he said, 
‘that the gentlemen who drew up this second 
scheme are displeased because they have got 
what they asked for. The first scheme was 
for the one purpose of perpetuating Unionist 
control in Derry City. The secdnd scheme 
put forward and attempted to be pushed 
down our throats by the Ministers without 
giving us a chance to oppose it, has exactly 
the same: object. We oppose this scheme 
for exactly the same reason as we opposed 
the Jast—because it perpetuates Unionist 
control, and the Unionists, whether they like 
it or not, are not entitled to control the 
municipal affairs of Derry City.” 

Councillor Maxwell challenged the 
Unionists, if they were dissatisfied with the 
scheme, to support his motion and prove 
their dissatisfaction. 

Continuing, he said that in the leading 
towns of the Free State every single group 
had the municipal franchise. In Derry there 
were 16,082 Catholic voters and 11,151 
Unionists. Yet there were to be only eight 
Catholic representatives on the Corporation 
and twelve Unionists. It was stated, he said, 
by the late Sir Henry Miller, Town Clerk, 
that weve it not for gerrymandering they 
would not be where they were and Catholics 
would control the city. 


COMPARISON WITH OMAGH | 


Councillor James Bonner, seconding the 
motion, said that it was a remarkable fact 
that whilst the Ministry considered a Council 
of twenty ample fer a population of almost 
fifty thousand, the same Ministry, in the case 
of Omagh, did not consider Bi seats too 
many for a population of between five and 
six thousand. lf such a scheme or such a 
basis of distribution were put forward in 
England or Scotland there would be a revolu- 
tion.

CIVIL SERVICE PAY 
INCREASES 


WRITING CLERKS AND 
WRITING ASSISTANTS 


The Civil Service Clerical Association 
announces that certain wage increases have 
been granted to writing clerks and writing 
assistants in the Saorstat Civil Service. 

This information was conveyed to the 
officers concerned through a _ circular for- 
warded to heads of ‘departments by the De- 
partment of Finance. 

The maximum for the writing clerks’ grade 
has been increased from 42s, per week basis 
to 46s. per week by increments of 2s. per 
annum, 

At the present bonus figure the first in- 
crease will amount to slightly less than 3s. 
pee vers making the inclusive salary £3 
s. Od. 

According to Mr. A. Heron, secretary to 
the Association, the Association and the 
officers concerned do not regard the wage 
increase as being in any way a fulfilment of 
the recommendation of the Brennan Commis- 
sion that the writing clerks should be 
absorbed into the clerical grade and placed 
on the appropriate clerical officer scale, 


WRITING ASSISTANTS 


Mr. Heron added that the wage increases 
provided for writing assistants were even 
more unsatisfactory. He said that the De- 
partment’s circular provided that the startin 
rate for new entrants into this grade weal 
be increased to 19s. per week basis. The pre- 
sent starting rate for an entrant under 
17 years of age is 17s. At 17 years of age 
an entrant receives 18s., and at 18 years £1. 


This latter rate, which increases by in- 
crements of 2s. until a rate of 34s, per week 
basis is reached, is to remain. hus the 


actual increases, according to the Associa- 
tion’s calculations. would range from ls. 8d. 
to ós. 4d. per week on the inclusive salary. 

The Association’s comment is that the con- 
cession will affect! a very small number of 
officers, and that the inadequate maximum 
pay of the grade is an even greater hardship 
than the small starting pay.

BIBLIOGRAPHICAL 


SOCIETY ADDRESS 
FEASA: teaisie 


The nineteenth annual general meeting of 
the Bibliographical Society of Ireland was 
held, by kind permission, in the Royal Irish 
Academy House, Dawson street, Dublin, on 
Monday evening.. 

The President read his presidential address, 
the subject being “ The Hibernia Dominicana 
and its Supplement,’’’ by Dr. Thomas Burke, 
Bishop of Ossory. He first gave a brief 
account of the Bishop's life, and dealt with 
the earliest references to him. In _ the 
‘* Anthologia Hibernica ” the statement was 
first made that the “ Hibernia Dominicana ”’ 
was printed in Kilkenny, although the 
majority of copies have the imprint of 
Cologne. An examination of all available 
copies resulted in the discovery that there 
were, in all, five variants of the title-page. 

The speaker was able to prove conclusively 
-that the Kilkenny title-page was the first 
printed, and that all the others wete cancels. 
ale showed other specimens of Kilkenny 
printing, printed there before the ‘‘ Hibernia 
Dominicana ’’—viz., ‘* Socrates,’ a dramatic 
poem, by Amyas Bushe, printed by Edward 
Crofton and Co., which, although undated, we 
could establish as being about the year 1759, 
and a later publication, an ‘‘ Abridgment of 
Dr. Newton’s Dissertations on the Pro- 
phesies,’’ printed in Kilkenny in 1768. He 
drew attention to the statement by a frend 
of Dr. Burke in Kilkenny, a Dr, Peter Shee, 
who stated that’ the work was printed by 
Crofton in Kilkenny. 

Mr. F, O’Kelley, who also spoke, gave a 
detailed account of his examination of the 
make-up of the book, dealing with the water- 


marks of the paper, the type, and the fre- 
quency of cancellatrons, all of which con- 
vinced him that the work was printed in Kil- 


kenny, and probably at Crofton’s printing 
ress. 
The investigations are not yet entirely com- 
pleted.
